F,ach flatcar carried a three-axle canvas -covered vehicle with rubber tiref' 
wheels and a large superstructure „ The vehicle did not have dual tires » 

The four boxcars were occupied by troops A Lieberose resident stated 
that, on 31 March, all the residents of the villages of Schoenhoehe and 
Teerofen, northeast of the Gross See (lake), about 5 km north of Tauer, 
received order to vacate the area by 6 April. 1
